London, Nov. 24. — Mr Sniffer' 
triumphant passage from MnrscilW< t« 
Paris is regarded with villous and un 
expected indifference in Great Britain 
Every detail of the remarkable ovations 
has been rend with interest, but the 
underlying feeling here is more one of 
amusement than irritation. The tuition 
that boiled over with fury when Qu 
Victoria was caricatured by Parisian 
journalists, takes the French homagi 
its arch enemy as an exhibition of in 
evitable Gallic enthusiasm, not likelj 
affect international issues or create any 
more serious friction than already 
exists among the populace of the two 
countries. 

Tlie recognition of Mr. Kruger 
being still president of the Transvaal by 
iiotli the French government and the 
Queen of Holland, calls forth from the 
Westminster Gazette the remark that 
this apparent unfriendliness is really du 
to Great Britain's own fault in not com 
municating to the powers the annexn 
tion of the South African republics. Si 
long as this is not done, Mr. Kruger, 
according to this English authority, has 
a perfect right to be treated us :i 
sovereign travelling incognito. Thil 
failure to notify the powers, the same 
paper declares, militates still more seri 
ously against Groat Britain, for unlets: 
this international formality is observed 
no right exists to treat the inhabitants 
of the Boer republics as rebels. 

The forthcoming promotion of Major 
General Lord Kitchener to a lieutenant 
generalship elicits from Mr. Charles 
Williams, one of the leaders of the war 
critics, the bitterest indictment of that 
General ever published in England. He 
declares that Gen. Kitchener meditates 
a reckless and ruthless extermination oi 
the Boers, hoping to execute his atroci- 
ties amid silence, like that of the tomb 
of the Mahdi. He believes the British 
officers and men will not endure this, 
and that Kitchener will stand revealed 
to the country as a scourge inexorable.' 
Mr. Williams maintains that the return 
of several general officers and the re- 
moval ' of Gen. KeTly-Kenny from 
Blocmfontein confirms the suspicion 
that they would " have nothing to do 
with Kitchener's dirty work." 

It is almost needless to say that thi 
bitter nttnek by no means represents 
the average opinion. 

What, exercises Great Britain more 
than the progress of the war in South 
Africa anil Mr. Kruger's visit to France 
is the illness of the Czar. The grave 
tone of the editorials in (he London 
press contemplates what might happen 
should the hand of death remove the 
present Pacific ruler of Russia. The 
possibility of an avowedly anti-Brit ish 
regency with aggressive proclivities 
looms up so clearly that it is doubtful 
if the daily bulletins from L-ivadiu are 
awaited any more keenly in Hussiu 
than in Gr-nt Britain. 

A verdict of £1.000 against the Daily 
Chronicle for libelling a preserved meat 
concern causes bitter lamentations in 
the English papers over the ridiculous 
libel laws now in existence. Comment- 
ing on the court proceedings, in which 
a retailer described the linn's goods ns 
more deadly than the Boer shells, the 
Daily Chronicle remarked: "If the 
government patronized the firm, fiioy 
would be certain of giving the Boers a 
nasty jar." This alone constituted the 
Daily Chronicle's offence, and although 
the man making the original remark 
won his case, the company sued the 
Daily Chronicle, securing the aforesaid 
sum.

Paris, Nov. 24.— Replying to the ad- 
dress of the Paris Boer committee at 
the railway station to-day, Mr. Kruger 
said: "I am deeply touched by the 
sympathy the people of all the French 
towns I have passed through have di 
played towards me by such striking 
demonstrations. I have seen gathering 
n my soil thousands of Frenchmen, and 
I thereby realized that all Frenchmen, 
like myself, are convinced of the justice 
of our cause. We are seeking to main 
n our independence, feeling that the 
independence of the people in itself 
guarantees peace. It is in order to ob- 
tain this peace, founded on liberty and 
justice, that we are suffering on the soil 
the two republics, and that I myself 
have come to Europe. Never will I 
dream of soliciting the least favor of an 
unjust character. I have clearly proved 
this by never ceasing to ask for arbitra- 
tion, and that is what I still demand. 
In order to accomplish this work, I rely 
i the good offices of the people, and 
peeially on the sympathy of the 
French people." 

Mr. Kruger at his hotel received in 
rapid succession a number of deputa- 
tions, including one of the nationalist 
deputies, headed by MM. Millevo'ye and 
Lassies. He afterwards received the 
prefect of police, M. LePine, and M. De 
Villcbois-Mareuil, a brother of the fam- 
ous French colonel who was killed in 
South Africa while fighting for the 
Boers. 

Mr. Kruger then retired to his room, 
leclaring that he was fatigued, and said 
he would sec nobody. 

Just: before 4 o'clock a gala landau 
from the Elysee Palace was driven to 
the Hotel Scribe: and Mr. Kruger, his 
interpreter and M. Orozier proceeded to 
the Elysee, escorted by a strong detach- 
ment of cuirassiers. The scenes of en- 
husinsm of the morning were repeated. 
Mr. Kruger was received at the Elysee 
with semi-official ceremonies, such as 
e accorded to the sovereigns who 
visited the exhibition. A battalion of 
nfnntry, with its stnndnrd and band 
Irnwn up in the court-yard, rendered the 
honors. 

President Loubet received Air. Kruger 
in the hall of the ambassadors, whore 
M. Delcasse, the minister of foreign 
affairs, was also awaiting him. The 
nterview lasted five minutes. Mr. 
'Ouger then returned to his hotel, with 
the same ceremonial. 

The Boer statesman wore across the 
breast of bis frock coat a scarf with a 
red border, the insignia of bin office as 
president of (he South African Republic. 
He also wore the cross of the Legion of 
Honor. 

M. Loubet returned Mr. Kruger's 
visit at 4:30 p. m. The French Presi- 
dent was warmly acclaimed during his 
drive to the Hotel Scribe, and during 
his stny tit the hotel the crowds raised 
shouts of "Vive Kruger!" and "Vive 
Loubet!" 

The Temps semi-officially this evening, 
laying stress on the dignified demon 
stnition ami absence of Anglophobism. 
says: "Mr. Kruger's mission may 
prove to be practically unfruitful, but 
his protest will bo heard." 

After President Loubet's departure. 
Mr. Kruger withdrew to his room and 
declined to see further visilnrs. even 
the officials of the municipal council, 
who were desirous of ascertaining the 
dnv on which be would accept a recep- 
tion at the Hotel De Ville, being refused 
and leaving in a very discontented 
frame of mind. 

Mr. Kruger dined with the members 
of his family at 0:30, He was very 
much fatigued, and retired early. He 
will not leave the hotel to-morrow, even 
to attend Protestant services, nor will 
he receive any visitors.

Vancouver, Nov. 24.— The city hall 
was crowded to-night at the big Conser- 
vative rally. The speakers of the even- 
ing were Sir Charles Ilibbert Tupper, 
the Hon. Clarke Wallace and the Con- 
servative candidate for Burrard, Mayor 
Garden. 

-Shortly before 8 o'clock a procession 
was formed at the ceutral committee 
rooms. The large number of citizens 
composing the parade proceeded to the 
Hotel Vancouver, and esdortod the speak- 
ers through the principal streets of the 
city to the committee toouis, where the 
speeches were at once commenced. It 
was the best meeting of the campaign,. 
Liberal or Conservative, and the very 
large crowd present punctuated the tell- 
ing sentences of the speakers with gen- 
erous applause. 

Mayor Garden, in a brief speech, re- 
ferred to Mr. Maxwell's dismal failure 
as a representative of Vancouver, and 
expressed his opinion that the race cry 
started by Liberals in Quebec was the 
cause of the return of tbe government. 
Mayor Garden received a magnificent 
ovation. 

Sir Charles Ilibbert Tupper, who was 
welcomed • with prolonged cheering, 
spoke at length on the race cry question 
and aroused bis hearers to a high pitch 
of excitement. He stated that it was the 
duty of Burrard to show by their vote 
that they would crush the race domin- 
ation out. The French must learn that 
Canadians will not stand for their eject- 
ing a French premier simply because he 
is French. Capt. Tatlow made a brief 
speech. 

Mr. Clarke Wallace, who was 
cheered from the time he left 
the hotel to attend the meet- 
ing, received an ovation every time 
his name was mentioned. In referring 
to the torchlight procession, fireworks, 
colored lights, music and constant cheer- 
ing all taking place in a downpour of 
rain, he said he never saw so much en- 
thusiasm among Conservatives in any 
place in Gauada, and it assured Mr. 
Garden's return. Mr. Wallace attacked 
the government for mismanagement in 
a long and interesting address. The 
rully was the largest and mast enthusias- 
tic public meeting ever held here. 

There was a lack of enthusiasm at the 
much-advertised Liberal meeting in the 
city ball last night. The Hon. Clifford 
Siftou, who was the big attraction, was 
persuaded by prominent Liberals to de- 
lay his visit to Victoria, that he might 
speak in Vancouver on Friday night. 
Mr. Sifton was afflicted with a severe 
cold and spoke with much difficulty,, 
while his remarks were so common place 
that no genuine enthusiasm was aroused. 
In fact, although every effort was put 
fortli to make the meeting a success, 
even the orchestral music and vocal en- 
tertainment did not seem to be properly 
appreciated. 

Toronto, Nov. 24. — The Conservatives- 
meet on the 27th to select a candidate 
for Welland for the legislature. It is 
understood that they will select Mr. Me- 
Creary, who was defeated by Mr. Ger- 
man for the Commons. Mr. MeCreary 
represented Welland in the legislature 
from 1S90 to 1894. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 24.^In the matter of 
the Selkirk re-count, judgment was- 
handed down at 10 o'clock to-day by 
Judge Walker, his decision being simply 
that he finds that Mr. MeCreary, Lib- 
oral, has received 2,172 votes, and Mr. 
Haslam, Conservative, 2,171. Mr. Me- 
Creary thus being elected to parliament 
as representative of the constituency of 
Selkirk by a majority of one. 

The bye-election of the legislature was 
held to-day in St. Boniface, the French 
constituency. Beruier and Mager, both 
Conservatives, were the candidates. Ber- 
nier is idected by about 100 majority. 



TURKEY REFUSES. . 

Will Not Allow a United States Consul 
at Hnrpoort. 

Washington, Nov. 24— The Turkish 
authorities having refused to grant an 
exquartur to Dr. Thomas TI. Norton to 
act as United States consul at Harpoot, 
the indications point to Home retaliatory 
measures on the part of tbe United 
States in the near future. The Turkish 
contention now is that they permitted a 
United States consul to bo established at 
Erzeroun, tinder an implied understand- 
ing that the United States would aban- 
don its claim to a consulate at Harpoot. 
That there was some shadow of founda- 
tion for this understanding is admitted, 
but it io still the purpose of the United 
States to establish this consulate because 
the British government has since been 
point it ted to' locate a consulate at Har- 
poot, and under the favored nations 
clause of the United Staies treaty with 
Turkey, the United States claims the 
same commercial privileges ns Great 
Britain. The last adverse decision of 
the Turkish government in this matter' 
has not modified the orders to the big 
battleship Kentucky to proceed from. 
Naples to Smyrna. She will sail to-day,, 
aud should arrive at Smyrna in the 
course of Monday or Tuesday next. 

It is, of course, not expected that the 
ship is to make war single-handed on 
Turkey, but it is thought that the moral 
influence of thw exhibition of United 
States naval power may be beneficial ii* 
settling the question of the exequatur, 
as well as the long-pending missionary 
claims against Turkey.

Island Timber Going to 
Foreign Parts- 



Clever Nanalmo Engineer's Pat- 
ent—Military Spirit Run 
ing High. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Nuuaimo, Nov. 24.— Cheniaiuus is ship- 
ping great quantities of first-class lum- 
ber to foreign ports. The .ship St. David 
has completed her load mid is ready for 
Kca. She will carry away a big consign- 
ment of typical British Columbia spars. 
Many of the sticks measure lSxlS and 
105 feet long; others 1Sx20 and 00 feet 
long, while there id au imposing array of 
t-tielcs measuring 16x32 and upwards of 
80 feet long. She its bound to Australia. 
The schooner Defender and the ship 
Great Admiral are busy loading at the 
mills there, and the .ship St. James is on 
the way from San Francisco, and the 
bark Fort George from the Hawaiian 
Islands, both now tine. A shipping man 
who returned from Chemaiuus yesterday, 
tsaid that those sticks of timber were 
really the finest advertisement of the 
marvellous natural wealth o£ Vancouver 
Island that could possibly be sent out, 
It was a pity, lie said, that some of them 
could not be put on permanent exhibition 
ut some suitable place in London, say, 
in front of the Agent General's office, af- 
ter the manner of totem poles. 

Mr. W. H. Wails, the mechanical 
superintendent of the New Vancouver 
Coal Company's works, has just had a 
patent issued to him in England for his 
exceedingly clever apparatus for loading 
and unloading coal or other trucks. The 
mechanism of this device is simplicity it- 
self, and makes the beholder marvel, as 
was the marvel of everybody when Watt 
discovered the potential value of steam, 
that nobody ever saw it before. This ap- 
paratus, if' brought into general use, will 
enormously' facilitate and quicken the 
somewhat tedious operation of tilling and 
emptying the cars. The lo«s of time un- 
der the present, conditions is .something 
appalling. 

It is a great pity that the splendid 
banquet and entertainment which the 
Nanaimo post of the Native Sous was 
to give on the evening of the 27th in- 
stant, has to be called off on account of 
the prevalent smallpox scare. From the 
scale on which the preparations were car- 
ried out and the assurances of attend- 
unco received by the committee from all 
parts of the province, it would have been 
a historic gathering of first-class im- 
portance. As it is, the event will now 
have to be postponed until after the 
, new year. The local Sons will honor the 
anniversary of the arrival of the Princess 
Royal, 4f/ years ago, in a quiet way, 
probably with a dance or smoker. 

There is every probability that the in- 
tellectual optimates will get together 
within the coming fortnight and form a 
Literary and Philosophical Club. It 
would not be a rival of the Mock Par- 
liament, which has been a conspicuous 
success 1 , but would deal with subjects far 
out of the ken of the politician. 

Nanaimo will have before Christmas 
two companies of riflemen, duly enrolled 
in the great and growing army of the 
Dominion's gallant defenders. On Fri- 
day evening there was a splendid, at- 
tendance of stalwart young fellows in 
response to a notice from Mr. George 
Pittendrigh, the noted rifle shot, who has 
been very active in getting up the com- 
pany. The application form was signed 
by upwards of fifty as fine recruits as any 
regular corps in the service would wish 
to see. As the Nanaimo cornet banc 
hare been included as part of tin 
strength of the companies, and will par 
ade in the uniform of the batallion on 
the occasions when music is required, it 
is evident that military matters in Na- 
naimo are going to boom. The com- 
panies will probably drill in the city hall, 
under the direction of a drill instructor 
from Victoria.

The accident to Harry Berryman, the 
well-known Victorian, proprietor of the 
Bay View saloon, on the corner of Gov- 
ernment and Humboldt streets, reported 
briefly in the columns of the Colonist 
yesterday morning, resulted fatally, the 
victim passing away at 7 a. in. yester- 
day, after the wounded limb had been 
amputated above the knee. 

Berryman, in company with John 
Sonnichson, had been out on a shooting 
expedition at Prospect lake, and they 
were quite successful^ in bagging con- 
siderable game. Both'nieu were out in 
a boat; and, Berrymau's attention 
being directed to a duck Hying over- 
head, he hastily reached for a gun lying 
in the bottom of the boat, and drew it 
towards him, muzzle foremost. The 
triggers catching on the scat, the con- 
tents of both barrels were discharged 
into his right leg above the knee, inflict- 
ing a terrible wound, from which the 
blood gushed freely. Every effort was 
made by his companion to staunch the 
How of blood: and, making shore and 
attending to the wounded man as well 
lis ho could, he hastened to the city and 
procured a hack, in which Mr. Berry- 
man was removed to St. Joseph's hospi- 
tal. 

Or. Hart, who was summoned, saw at 
once that drastic steps would have I" 
he taken if the life of the injured man 
wns to be saved, and the leg was ampu- 
tated above the knee. The hiss of 
blood and shock to his system proved 
to'o much fur poor Berryman, who sue- 
oumbed, as before stated, at 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 

Deceased, who was about 12 years of 
age, was a native of Cornwall, En,g. 
He had been a resident of this city 
about 17 years, having come here with 
his brothers, John, William am! Charles, 
who survive him. For a time ho was 
in the employ of Mr. William Jensen, 
when the latter was proprietor of the 
Occidental hotel. Latterly, however, he 
has been in business for himself, aud at 
the time of bis death conducted the Bay 
View saloon, on the corner of Govern- 
ment anil Humboldt streets. He leaves 
a mother, widow and four children to 
mourn bis untimely end. A sister, Mrs. 
,T. Williams, resides at Nelson. 

The funeral, which will be under the 
auspices of the Fraternal Order of 
Eagles, will take 4i!ace from the family 
residence, Humboldt street, this after- 
noon at 2:30 o'clock.

0. R. & N- Co- to Revive Their 
Line From Portland to 
China. 



Another Steamer For the North- 
ern Pacific Litie-The 

Mew Otter. 



The O. K. & N. Co. are making ar- 
rangements for the re-estublMiment of 
their Oriental line, despite the inconveni- 
ence under which they labored when 
running large steamers to Portland from 
the Orient some .years ago. The vessels 
had to wait 011 arriving for favorable 
tide* and weather conditions to cross the 
bar tit the Columbia river. Now the 
company is reported to have secured two 
large British steamers, the Indravelli and 
Indrapurn, sister liners, of 4,89!) tons 
gross, 400 feet long, 1!).3 feet beam ami 
li3.3 feet deep, or 31 feet, moulded depth, 
for the Portland-Orient line. The steam- 
ers will draw 25 foot when loaded, The 
Indrnpura is to go to Portland about 
January 1, to begin the service, and the 
Indravelli is expected a few weeks af- 
terwards. The company reports that two 
other vessels are to be secured, making 
a fleet of four vessels in all for the line. 

The British steamer Glenshiel, 2,207 
tons, Capt. MeGillivray, has boon char- 
tered by the Northern Pacific line for 
addition to their Oriental fleet. She is 
now en route to this port from Kobe via 
Yokohama. The Glenshiel went to the 
Far Bast from Odessa, carrying a car- 
go of Russian supplies from that port to 
Vladivostock. The Enercin, of the N. 
P. line, is now fully due. She was -expect- 
ed yesterday. 

Steamer Idzumi .Marti, of the Nippon 
Vusen Kaisha line, is due from the Ori- 
ent on Tuesday. 

The next out-bound steamer, of the 
Northern Pacific lino will have a big 
consignment of salt salmon for the Jap 
anese market from this port. The steam- 
er Danube is now loading 450 tons of 
this salmon at Steyeeton on account of 
W. A. Ward, for the outer wharf, to 
.-.wait shipment by the next Oriental 
liner to Japan.

OPENING T11K ISLAND. 

Iu the last article printed iu these col 
muni; about tin- construction to the North 
End of Vuncouver Island brief mention 
was made of the desirability of con 
strutting the line ko as to take in Albor 
ni. There are at least two ways of do 
lug this. One of them is to have the 
E, & N. at Duncan ami, going out by 
way of Oowichau Lake, get into the 
"basin" at the head of China Creek, ami 
'then follow what is described as a "hog 
back" iu the rear of Copper Mountain 
and fio into AJberni. The other is to 
leave Wellington, the terminus of the 
E. & N., and go by way of Englishman's 
Riyer aud Cameron Lake, through the 
same pass uti is taken by the highway. 
The highest point on this pass is 1,100 
feet above the sea, and there is plenty of 
room on either side to afford an easy ap- 
proach. A survey made uuder the direc- 
iou of Mr. Hither, at the time the Brit- 
ish Pacific was uuder discussion, showed 
that by a tunnel, one-eighth of a mile 
long, it would be possible very greatly 
to reduce the gruCe. This is the route 
which Mr. Huff has advocated so strong- 
ly on" tho Moor of the legislature. The 
route from. Duncan would be somewhat 
longer than that from Wellington, and 
for a portion of its length would pass 
through what ie, as far as is known, un- 
productive country. The other would be 
through a country for its entire 
length, which would yield a revenue 
from farming, timber or mining. It is 
an argument in favor of the route from 
Wellington that it would place Nanalmo 
on the main line through the Island, a 
consideration of importance. It would 
also enable Vancouver to connect with 
t he main Hue by means of a railway fer- 
ry. All these things must be given 
weight, especially when it is proposed to 
approach the governments and ask for 
assistance out of the public treasury. 

At Alberui the railway would be at 
tide water and at tho head of one of tho 
most important waterways in the prov- 
ince of remarkable waterways. Down 
Alberni Canal there are already mines 
ia a forward condition. The Hayes 
Mine is likely to rank with the greatest 
in tlie whole province, while further 
down the Sound there is the Mouitor 
just ready to ship. There are mines of 
copper and iron in other places further 
down the canal aud out on tho shores 
and islands of Barclay Sound. All these 
can be reached from Alberni by mean* 
of a barge carrying cars, so that Alberni 
would become practically a point from 
which railway connection could bo se- 
cured with every mine in the vicinity. 
The mines at China Creek, one of which, 
The Golden Ragle, is now giving em- 
ployment to a large number of men, 
could easily be reached either by making 
a slight detour in the main line, or by 
means of a spur. 

From Alberni the railway would run 
through a well settled ami prosperous 
farming country, by easy grades, to 
Comox Lake. It is 28 miles from tide 
water at Alberni to the Union Mine, 
and there would only lie on the whole 
distance a few miles of the lino present- 
ing much difficulty, and that is along the 
shore of Comox Lake, but even there the 
Work would not be formidable. A line 
so located would take iu tin.' thriving 
town of Cumberland, and have connec- 
tion with tide water at Union Wharf. 
The main line would probably continue 
on northerly, probably up the Courtenay 
Valley. 

Another connection which the proposed 
railway can make is with the mining re 
gion around Quatsiuo Sound. On the 
Southeast Arm of this fine inlet there 
■ire valuable deposits of copper ore, and 
other deposits exist in the same part of 
tho country. There is also a deposit of 
coal on the West Arm, which as of good 
Quality and has been opened to some ex- 
tent. The country in the neighborhood 
is very heavily timbered with fir, spruce, 
hemlock and cedar. The central moun- 
tain range ends a little to the south of 
Quatsiuo, and north of that the country 
is generally level, so that there will be 
no difficulty in locating a line 'of rail- 
way between the Sound and the East 
Const. A survey has been made of a 



perfectly feasible line, without heavy 
grades, from the East Coast to Quat- 
siuo Narrows, which are at the bead of 
what would be regarded ocean naviga- 
tion, although the largest ships could 
readily pass the Narrows into the wider 
basin beyond. Ore from any of the 
mines that may be developed around the 
Sound could be easily loaded on cars 
and brought to the terminus of the rail- 
way. The mines are all near the water. 
It would probably be of no advantage to 
divert the main line of railway, so 
to take iu the Sound, but a spur of some 
ten or twelve miles would be advisable, 
the main line being continued along tc 
Hardy Bay. 

The proposed diversion of the railway 
from tho East Coast so as to take iu Al- 
berni would not lengthen the line, and 
would have the advantage of carrying it 
through a district which would uudoubt 
edly yield a large amount of tratllc. In- 
deed a line so located, with a spur to 
Quatsiuo, would bo exceptionally well 
situated for the development of business 
It would touch tide water at Victoria 
Esqultualt, Chemainus, Ladysmith, Nu 
naimo, Alberni, Union, Quatsinc am! 
Hardy Bay. It is necessary to have a 
map at hand to fully appreciate what 
this means. It takes in both coasts of 
the Island, and by reason of the water- 
ways which it touches, provides ready 
means of access to large districts which 
will contribute tratlio. It also is so 
located that ferry connection can be made 
from ii to the railways lo the South aud 
Kast, and also with the proposed line 
across Northern British Columbia, 



AX IMPORTANT CHANGE. 

It is officially announced thai on ami 
alter March 1, 11)01, the ('. I'. U. will 
send freight over tin- E. & N. railway 
into Victoria. Mr. Hunter, vice-presi- 
dent of the railway, says the arrange- 
ment u embraces all C. I'. 1!. trans- 
continental and local freight to and 
from Victoria, as well as freight from 
foreign roads when the same may be 
offered to our ferry." This announce- 
ment is very satisfactory. After March 
1st it will no longer be possible to say 
of Victoria that it is the only city in 
British Columbia to which the C. 1'. U. 
does not run its ears. There will lie a 
general feeling of pleasure throughout 
the city that the 10. & N. has been able 
to bring about an arrangement with the 
transcontinental line. This arrange- 
ment completely disposes of one argu- 
ment made against the ferry by-law- 
that it would prevent such a cotitrac 
being made with the Canadian Paeifii 
The days of Victoria's isolation or 
passing. The agitation for proper con 
nectiou with the Mainland is bearing 
fruit. This result is an incentive to 
continued agitation. Things have 
begun to move. Bet us keep them mov 
ing. Bet no effort be spared until we 
have not only ferry connection with the 
C. P. R. at Vancouver, but ferry 
nection with a direct line to Kootenay 
and ferry connection in every direction 
whence business can come. Let 
continue to labor until this Island 
virtually made a part of tile Mainland 
of North America, and is opened from 
end to end by a line having connection 
at its northern terminus by fast steam 
ers to ports in Northern British Coluni 
bia and Alaska.

No foundation can compare with 
the right. In one of his discourses 
.Testis eulogized a man who built his 
house upon a rock. The rock of a suc- 
cessful life is the right. This is not 
true always if money-getting is the end 
and aim of life, and the success of a 
man's career is measured by the 
amount of coin or property he accumu- 
lates. But it is true if the maintenance 
of self respect, tile development of an 
upright character, the approval or con- 
science and a legacy of honor to your 
descendants are worth anything. This 
is not tlie place to speak of what effect 
such a career may have in another life. 
Indeed, we are inclined to think that 
most people, in their efforts to inculcate 
the duty of doing what is right, make 
too much of what the effect will be in 
the intangible future, and too little of 
its influence in the strenuous present

AN OB.TECT LESSON. 

Twenty years ago Winnipeg was an 
isolated outpost of civilization. During 
the season of navigation steamers ply- 
ing on tlie Red river brought in a year's 
supply of goods, purchase! ehiol'r 'in St. 
Paul and Minneapolis. The C. P. R. 
was in course of construction, but t'.ie 
engineers had advised tho crossing of 
tlie Red river at Selkirk, 20 miles from 
Winnipeg, which was to be side-tracked. 
Then what did the men of Winnipeg 
do? Did they quarrel among them- 
selves, and, like the dog in the fable,

grasping at shadows, get nothing? Not 
they. Public meetings were held, and 
resolutions were udopted to secure the 
railway at any cost. Individual land- 
owners offered to mortgage their estates 
to raise money to bonus any scheme 
which would result in railway connec- 
tion. Finally the young city, not one- 
third as large nor one-tenth as wealthy 
as Victoria is to-day, pledged its credit 
for $250,000 and built Louise bridge for 
the free use of the C. I'. R., agreed to 
maintain tho structure in good repair 
for 25 years, and gave the railway com- 
pany terminal facilities free of taxation. 
What was the result? Before the first 
C. P. R. train crossed the bridge, real 
estate had advanced 5011 per cent., capi- 
tal poured into the city for investment 
from Fastern Canada, tlie United 
States and Great Britain, new busi- 
nesses and industries were established, 
and a season of prosperity set in such 
as has only been paralleled by our sister 
city of Vancouver. And to-day, in con- 
sequence of her loyalty to her own in- 
terests at tlie most critical point of her 
existence, Winnipeg is a great railway 
centre, with thirteen roads radiating 
from her: she has a 'population double 
that of Victoriu; sh" is tin- third city 
in importance in Canada— in short, her 
permanent prosperity is assured. 

Victoria stands in the same isolated 
position to-day, so far as railways nro 
concerned, that Winnipeg did 20 years 
ago. Is she content to remain so indefi- 
nitely? She may not have the same 
chance of becoming a great railway 
centre, but she has a still more brilliant 
future, offered, the option of becoming 
the ocean terminus of three great trans- 
continental railway systems — for if she 
secures the Croat Northern, the Cana- 
dian Pacific and the Northern Pacific 
are sure to follow — the Canadian outre- 
put of tin- Japanese. Chinese anil Aus- 
tralian trade; harbor improvements 
would necessarily follow the introduc- 
tion of the railways, and within ten 
years Victoria would be on the fair way 
to becoming the Liverpool of the Pacific. 

To paraphrase the immortal bard, 
there is a tide in the affairs of cities 
which, taken at the Hood, lends on to 
fortune. Victoria's tide is at the flood; 
let her seize tlie opportunity ere it ebbs 
and leaves her high and dry on the 
rocks of her own cowardly hesitanev.

DROWNED AT ESQUIMALT. 

Nightwatchman at Esquimalt Dry Dock 
Loses His Life. 

John Bogle, an old man (!."> years of 
igc, employed as watchman at the Esqui- 
malt dock yard for upwards of 15 years, 
dieil early yesterday morning from the 
fleets of an accident with which he met 
on the previous evening. 

It seems that the old man was making 
his usual rounds just before going off 
duly at 7 o'clock, when, approaching the 
sea wall, in sonic unaccountable manner 
he missed his footing and fell into the 
lock, which was full of wnter. 

The old man's cries were heard by Pte. 
Gilchrist, one of the dock yard sentries, 
and, hastening to his assistance, he suc- 
ded in getting him ashore, not, how- 
ever, before Bogie had suffered injuries 
by his immersion which proved fatal. 

Deceased was a native of Ireland, and 
with his wife resided at Esquimalt, next 
to the Howard hotel.

The career of the club practically 
started in 1S9S, under the name of tho 
Maple Leaf Club.

The suggestion was thrown out 
by the old veteran, W. Duck, that they 
i liter the senior ranks, which was im- 
mediately acted upon, with success, as 
the record was an unbroken serien of 
seven games being played, all, excepting 
one game, being away from home. On 
account of lack of encouragement from 
homo patrons, the team took the respon- 
sibilities upon themselves of purchasing 
uniforms and bearing minor expenses. In 
l$t)i) the team was not so successful in 
winning games, live being played, three 
of which were last, this being the first 
season that the team played against im- 
ported talent.

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B TILLER'S FA REWELL. 

Commander's Leave-Taking of Strath- 
cona's Horse Before His De- 
parture For England. 

A letter just received from Trooper 
Spencer, of Stratheona's Horse, written 
from Machadodorp, convoyed the infor- 
mation that a number of the Horse were 
about to proceed to Pretoria for the pur- 
pose of transferring with the New 
Transvaal police. This is a crack colo- 
nial corps, having for years attained a 
very high standard of efficiency, anil 
being looked upon as the equal of any 
mounted corps of the regular army. 
They correspond to the Canadian 
Mounted Police. The pay, however, is 
much better, 10 shillings per day and 
allowances being the inducements of- 
fered to the Canadians to transfer. 
Trooper Spencer's letter was written 
just after Gen. Buller took leave of the 
contingent, and a copy of the com- 
mander's farewell to the Canadians was 
enclosed. It was as follows: 

" Col. Steele. Officers and Men of 
Stratheona's Horse:— I have been told 
that I have to break up the Natal field 
force, and before I leave I want to say 
good-bye to you, and to thank you fer- 
vour _ splendid services. Some of the 
happiest days of my life were spent in 
the Northwest Territories of Canada, 
and when I first heard that your force 
was being recruited, I was very anxious 
to have you under my command. At 
one time it seemed as though I was to 
be disappointed, but in the end I was 
fortunate enough to have you. No gen- 
eral could have had better, braver and 
more useful men. When I get back to 
England I shall have great pleasure in 
telling my old friend, Lord Strathconn,. 
how useful you have been to me. I 
don't suppose we shall ever meet again 
as n body, but I hope that I shall see 
some of you again in England. I wish- 
you the very best of luck, long life nnd 
happiness, and now I wish to say good- 
bye to all." 

At the conclusion of bis address. Gen. 
Buller was tho recipient of four hearty 
cheers from the members of Strath- 
eona's Horse. 



RECKLESS SHOOTERS. 

Duck Hunters nt the Mouth of 
Harbor Fire at Random. 
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Complaints are being made by resi- 
dents and others working in the vicinity 
of the outer wharf of boys shooting near 
the mouth of the harbor, regardless of 
the danger incurred by those in the 
neighborhood. G. Ramsay, an employee 
of Bissinger & Co. nt the outer wharf, 
called at the Colonist office last night 
and said that one of his fellow em- 
ployees had a narrow escape from being 
wounded — or perhaps killed — by a bullet 
from a weapon in the hands of one of 
these reckless boys, about 2 p. m. yes- 
terday.

Josses Were Moved 
the Old House 
to New. 



There was a great celebration hi Chiua- 
town Friday night. The whole uf link' 
China was lit up and looked like an extend- 
ed lirockeu scene. The Lee Illug society, or 
as they prefer to have it la the Anglo- 
Saxon, the Chinese ITreeinasous, were iuoy- 
Ing old Quau Kung, the Joss of their nil- 
cestors for centuries past, aud the lesser 
josses from the old dilapidated Joss house 
opposite the Chinese theatre to the Hue uew 
temple, meeting house, and club room. 

The nousewurmlng given by the society 
when they moved Into this hue new two 
story brick building on Flsguard street Just 
nhove Government, was the biggest event of 
the season in Chinatown society. 

The event of the evening was the moving 
of the Josses. It took several hundred 
fancifully dressed men, two Chinese or- 
chestras and many priests to change these 
three bearded, wooden blocks, shapen like 
Dutch dulls, from the old home to the 
new. 

A procession formed up at the new uullU- 
iug. It wis led by lantern carriers and 
banner men, with great three cornered 
0ags of rich hues. Then followed the or- 
chestra with their tom-tom, cymbals, etc, 
it hand of musicians (save the mark) who 
kept up a tlntlnabulatlon along the line 
of march. There were, too, long gowned 
dandles In green, pink, light blue, yellow, 
and other colors, that would have made a 
riot In a Slwash village, all carrying 
tridents, wands, poles and banners; Chinese 
eoldlers with "thls-ls-a-soldler" mark on 
their backs; priests with great square spec- 
tacles thnt would have made signs for op- 
ticians; and following the unique procession 
came a stand for the josses. 

With firecrackers exploding on all sides, 
and prayer lanterns waving, to keep busy 
the many evil spirits which arc In the 
hoodoo business, according to Chinese be- 
lief, the procession went through China- 
town, and at length arrived at the old Joss 
house. 

It assembled in the narrow alley, and the 
priests ascended tn the upper verandahs 
and exploded a big bunch of firecrackers 
to keep the devils jumping while the 
"soldiers" smuggled the Josses down, the 
stairs. The devils did not Interrupt the 
proceeding— several police were there, and 
they perhaps saw them — and the Josses 
were placed safely on the platform and 
rnrrlcd In triumph through the streets, the 
men with the firecrackers and bombs keep- 
ing up a din, which must have made the 
sleepers up-town wonder If the Chinese 
were not getting previous with their New 
Year celebration. 

The hall reached, there was a bombard- 
ment that made no small amount of noise, 
and In the midst of this— the devils being 
occupied In looking out for themselves— 
Hie josses were carried upstairs and placed 
In their new alcoves. 

Then the fnlted pigs were brought forth 
and the China wine poured out, the sweet- 
meats piled up and everything made ready 
for the fenst. Everybody shook hands with 
himself, and all had a good time. Quan 
Kung had been moved to his new home 
With due eclat. 

There was more noise In Chinatown 
last evening, although not on such n large 
scale, Last night the Chinese theatre was 
opened for the season and dramas which 
last two or three weeks will attain be seen 
by the Celestial playgoers. The com puny 
tame from Vancouver.

single cent to Victoria by way of bonus or 
uubsldy, while freight rates remain the 
sumo; and In view of the still further fact 
mat the by-law now before the public con- 
templates tiie establishment of a rail-ferry 
system over an impossible route for which 
the city is asked to pay a subsidy out 01 
all proportion to the benefits proposed to be 
conferred— 1 put it to the supporters o£ the 
by-law that lhe time has arrived when it 
should be withdrawn and the city (which Is 
now Insured for nothing a better service 
than she is asked la the by-law to pay enor- 
mously for) relieved from the Impending 
peril of an addition to the already heaw 
rate of taxation which Is fast rendering 
real estate in the heart of the city unsale- 
able. The rival schemes will not bear 
comparison for a moment. On the one 
side we have the C. I'. K. and Mr. Duns- 
mulr; on the other we have an Irresponsible 
syndicate of Vancouver men who, ashamed 
to make known their names, shelter them- 
selves behind n trustee, after having fniled 
to drag the Great Northern Into their net 
as guarantor. There are pressing objects 
of public iniporlnncc that will require every 
dollar the clt.V can borrow for some time;

Eleven shins run from those 
ports, most of them well appointed and of 
good speed, adapted for passenger traffic, 
as against three little freight boats from 
\ ictorla aud Vancouver. This. In the In- 
terests of these two cities, ought not to 
continue. The business going Nouu. as 
your shipping report says. Is rapidly In- 
creasing, aud It Is a necessity of the trade 
that at least well appointed and well man- 
ured ships, of the Islander type, having 
a speed of at least 15 to 1(1 knots, and mak- 
ing round trips every f> or U days, should 
be run from Victoria or Vancouver. This 
would bring a larger proportion of passen- 
ger trade this way instead of, as at present, 
allowing it to go to Seattle, even many who 
are bound for Victoria or Vancouver tak- 
ing that route. The Increased sale of mer- 
chandise and money generally distributed 
hero, would soon follow, and I think to 
promote such a line by a subsidy would 
amply repay the two cities; Indeed It is 
a question If this trade to the North Is 
not ns fully as Important as the railroad 
ferry question, now before the people of 
this city. At any rate it is one of those 
questions of Interest to Victoria that ought 
to be acted upon with some energy, if the 
city Is to hold any place among her neigh- 
bors as a commercial citv.

Aii officer of the Roynl Horse Artil- 
lery, Chapt. Charles Orde Brown (who 
died last September), soon after his con- 
version became a teetotaller. He saw 
the sin and trouble that drink brought 
to !!ii' men of his troop.

Being drawn away from tile public 
houses, the men were ready to come to 
a room lie iiad fitted up in barracks (at 
I hat time there wore but few soldiers' 
homes), where he and other Christian 
officers and men held Bible readings. 
On one occasion, after a long inarch, the 
major commanding complimented him 
on his troop. "Not a man under ar- 
rest, not a sore back among the horses." 
The men pursued their route along the 
country roads, singing hymns, and, 
though billet tod among t he townspeople, 
not one fell in driii*. An officer com- 
manding in R. A. writes of ('apt.

QUATSINO MINES. 

Interesting Report From Mr. W. .T. 
Sutton, Mining Euglnew. 

The Quatsino ilfining & Reduction

ing: 

During the month of May last I made 
an examination of the ore deposits on 
the New Co'tnstock claim, situated on 
the north side of Canyon creek, on the 
southeast arm of Quatsino sound, which 
I understand has been purchased, to- 
gether with the surrounding properties, 
by your company. As my visit was 
prompted solely by a personal desire to 
see the property, my examination of the 
siinic was not exhaustive; consequently 
I cannot prepare a full report without 
another visit. 

At that time a number of open cuts 
and short drifts had been made in the 
face of the hill, exposing considerable 
bodies of sulphurets of copper and iron. 
At one place in particular on the New 
Comstocle claim there was a face of ore 
extending along a drift for about 20 
feet, carrying a good percentage of 
copper. 

Several smaller cuts had boon made 
within a few hundred feet of each 
other, all disclosing more or less copper 
ore. 

From tho small amount of develop- 
ment work, it would bo difficult to make 
an accurate estimate. Judging from 
what was in sight, I am of the opinion 
that several thousand tons might be 
taken out at small expense, which 
run from 5 to 10 per cent, in copper. 
Not having made a careful sampling, I 
could not give an estimate of its gold 
and silver contents. 

The ore consists of chnlcopyrite, 
nyrite and pyrrhotite, with a gnngue of 
massive garnet. 

The hillside in which the ore bodies 
occur appears to bo tho periphery of n 
large granitic intrusion in a belt of lime- 
stone. At the foot of the hill and, along 
the shore for several . miles to the north 
there' are good exposures of cherty lime- 
stone (likely carboniferous), which is cut 
by numerous porphyry dykes; no doubt 
tongues from the central granite area, 
which extends to tho south of Canyon 
creek. The country rock in immediate 



contact with the ore is a light-colored, 
compact felsite. 

Tlio ore deposition appears to have 
taken place through the agency of as- 
cending aqueous solutions, nnu> has the 
character of what is termed replace- 
ment deposits. 

It is possible that the ore bodies may 
have been formed along the contact of 
tho eruptive rock and the limestone, and 
become exposed in their present position 
through the erosion of the limestone, as 
there is evidence of very extensive ero- 
sion over that portion of Vancouver 
Island. 

A notable feature of the surface out- 
croppings is the absence of oxidized 
material or gossan, which may be ac- 
counted for on the basis of very rapid 
erosion.

The locality bus undergone several 
very pronounced volcanic disturbances, 
rendering favorable conditions for the 
deposition of ore bodies. The granitic 
intrusion before mentioned most likely 
took place before the coal measures of 
that region were laid down. The coal 
measures are regarded ns belonging to 
the cretaceous period and cotempor- 
aneous with those of Nanaimo. After 
the deposition of the coal measures, and 
probably during lata tertiary times, an- 
other great disturbance took place, as 
the coal measures have been cut by 
numerous trachytic dykes, with the 
effusion of" several large bodies of 
trachyte, notably Haddington island 
and Mount Dick (a hill about five miles 
to the west.) 

Your property is beautifully situated 
for economical working— in fact an ideal 
location in that respect. Tho hill is 
very steep, necessitating very short tun- 
nels. I should recommend an aerial 
tramway for conveying the ore down 
tho hill to the shore, where there is deep 
water for any vessel. The distance 
would be about a mile, with a full of 
about 1,000 feet. 

Canyon creek was quite a large creek 
at the time of my visit, and I under- 
stand that it maintains its strength Well 
during tho summer season. It has a 
number of large falls, and may lie util- 
ized for power. 

The most economical way of handling 
ore of this character would be to con- 
vert it into copper matte - on the ground, 
as is now being done on Texada island. 

The Quatsino ore deposits are in 
ninny respects like those of Toxnda 
island, which are intimately associated 
with dykes of felsite, and close to the 
contact of a large intrusion of grnnito in 
limestone. The mineral hornite is 
found there in addition to those occur- 
ring at Quatsino, but this is generally 
regarded as a secondary mineral, due to 
alteration from surface waters. 

The copper deposits of Butte, Mont., 
nre of a somewhat similar character, 
namely, replacement deposits in a highly 
siliceous eruptive. 

At Quatsino there is evidence of 
metnmorphism on a large scale, and, so 
far as could be judged from snrfaee in- 
dications, I feel assured that you have 
a property worthy of extensive exploita- 
tion, and one which 1. can commend to 
the attention of the mining investor.'

Tlie energetic conductor was reproving 
the female members of the chorus of the 
Grau-Savuge English Grand Opera Com- 
pany, who happened to be out of the sing- 
ing at tlie moment, and were amusing 
themselves in the wings, for too much 
skylarking. That was what he meant 
by* "skies make." That doesn't sound 
quite like opera sung iu English, does it? 
More like "English as She is Spoke." But 
after all, when it comes to performances 
Senor Seppilli does not take the stage. 
He sits at his desk in the orchestra aud 
conducts. 

As to the English of the company, 
every care has been taken to make it as 
intelligent as possible. English as Sin- 
is Sung often is quite as bad as "English 
as She is Spoke." in the lips of a singer 
aud every day child becomes a melodra- 
matic "cheeild," and like offences against 
the language aro of constant commit- 
ment. But you should hear Edward P. 
Temple, tho strict stage director of the 
Grau-Savage English Opera Company, 
take his people in hand when they sing 
unintelligibly. 

Not only are there eight performances 
going on at the opera house every week 
but between times the ladies' parlor on 
the grand tier, the assembly rooms and 
the old Opera Club rooms are used for 
rehearsals of ballet aud chorus. Mr. 
Temple is constantly making the rounds 
of these rooms. "Girls and boys," he 
exclaims over and over again, "remem- 
ber our trade mark, 'Opera in English,' 
Not only must you sing, but you must 
sing so "that your audience can under- 
stand overyword." Then he will have 
the chorus master put them through the 
same lines over and over again until 
cscry syllable comes out clearly.

Meanwhile the property nmsUu has 
been at, work manufacturing all the num- 
erous "props" to be used for the season. 
Tho properties are first sketched in mini- 
ature, then "scaled" — that is, projected 
full size on a huge drawing board — next 
modelled iu clay, and then cast in plas- 
ter. The modelling and casting of pro- 
perties arc done in a room in the base- 
ment of the building. They are trans- 
ferred from the modelling room to the 
property workshop on the third floor of 
the building. In the workshop the pro- 
perties are finished in papier-mache, th 
casts being used as moulds. They aro 
tilled with pulp, one method of making 
papier-mache, or with layers of paper. 
The first layer is of white paper, moist- 
ened so that it will adapt itself to the 
shape of the cast. Layer after layer, 
of brown paper is then pasted over it. 
The casting having been thus filled is 
placed in an oven heated by alcohol ami 
baked until the layers of paper form one 
coherent mass the shape of the cast. 
Properties thus manufactured have the 
desirable qualities of strength and light 
ness. 

Meanwhile the scenic artist has been 
making the model for his scenery iu or- 
Uer that they may be perfected represen- 
tations on a small scale of the scenery to 
it is actually to be. Ho has in his stu- 
dio, a fac-similie in minature of the stage 
and flies, a half inch on the minature 
stage represents a foot on the real one.

he continued, "let a man or woman stick 
in a chorus for two years and there they 
remain the rest of their lives. They will 
never get beyond it. They will always 
be people who just do what they see the 
others doing, aud live entirely on some- 
body else's brains." 

While Mr. Temple had been speaking 
we had been going from one room to an- 
other, and now we reached the old Opera 
Club room, where the brisk Alberteri 
was rehearsing his sylphs and fairies for 
the ballet. However, the sylphs and fair- 
ies were not quite as sylphlike or fairy- 
liko, as when seen in the softening rays 
of colored lights or in their gay anil glit- 
ering costumes. Dear me, what funny 
little pantelettes they had on, and what 
stockings! Instead of the shapely tricot 
of uniform tint, they seemed to have on 
their everyday wear— black stockings, 
blue stockings, red stockings, tan stock- 
ings and what not. As for their bodies 
they had on shirt waists, or any old thing 
that they didn't mind spoiling, and the 
only thing that suggested the ballet were 
the little gauze skirts, which stuck out in 
the most amusing way from the prosaic 
garments of everyday wear which they 
wore with them. 

It was evidently a moment's rest for 
the ballet. Some were sitting down 
taking rapid stitches in garments that 
had been made a little bit the worse for 
■wear by the morning's rehearsal. Others 
were munching pieces of rake; two of the 
girls were feeding each other with bana- 
nas. One had n foot placed on the seat 
of a chair and was giving a tightening 
pull at her stocking. Three or four 
"ponies" were grouped near the window 
like eigales warming themselves in th' 1 
sunlight. 

"Tannhausalre!" shouted Alberteri nt 
(hat moment, and a long distance pianist 
who sat at the piano in his shirt sleeves 
and was half munching half smoking n 
stogie, clawed at the ivories and started 
up the Venus Berg scene. Bight of 
the ballet girls came forward. Alberteri 
rapped on a chair with an old rattan as 
a signal to begin. Then he got in between 
the girls, clapped his hands anil led them 
forward, backward and this way and 
that, showing them all kinds of graceful 
arm movements, beckoning, motioning 
away and holding up the arms during a 
long interlude until i*Try gesture, every 
vibration of the body, every step seemed 
wedded to music, and every girl began 
lo express herself, so to "speak, with 
hands, arms. legs, feet and body. In the 
meanwhile you heard Alberferi's voice 
shouting "Chnsfsez a droit!" Repetez a 
gnuche! Avancez ensemble!" You could 
at a glance take in the division of the 
ballet. Those who were rehearsing were 
the "premieres huit." Scattered around 
the room were the "corns de ballet." the 
coryphees ("extra ladies), and the "em- 
parsi" (supers). 

While till this life and action is going 
on iu the rehearsal room, thincs are 
"qually lively in th" costumer's depart- 
ment. As the production of an opera 
usually involves the making of costumes 
for some three hundred people, the cos- 
tume denartment of an opera hons« is a 
dressmaking and tailoring establishment 
on a grand scnii;. If several past gener- 
ations of knights and Indies, burghers 
or peasants of ninny countries were tn 
suddenly come to life again they could 
tbe-o !,o clothed according to the fashion 
of their day. The costumer's numerous 
nsp'ftants are always busily engaged 
making costumes for new operas or 
fit tine: and mending old costumes. \ 
hanging closet nnd a drawer are usually 
assigned to each opera in the renertnire— 
the closet for the earmentr; of the chorus, 
tho drawer for those of the principals. 



stage manager has arranged his groups 
according to the colors of the costumes, 
It is important that these and those of 
the scenery should harmonize. This mat 
tor having been adjusted, the model is 
handed to the scene painters to be trans- 
ferred to canvas at the ratio of a foot 
to each halt inch. 

IV. 

The first feature of an operatic produc- 
tion to have tho benefit of a rehearsal is 
the scenery. As soon as the scenic artist 
and the scene painters have finished their 
work the stage manager orders a scent 
rehearsal. This might he called a per 
formnn.ee of an opera without music. The 
scenes are set up and changed, light 
effects tried, and mechanical properties, 
like the "Lohengrin" swan, "worked" 
and tested until all goes as smoothily as 
is should at a performance. This is a re- 
hearsal for the men who set and change 
the scenes— the master machinist and his 
subordinates— and for those who manage 
the light effects. 

Before the scene can be set it is neces- 
sary to "run the stage" — that is, to get 
everything in line of properties, such 
i s stands of arms, chairs, tables nnd scen- 
ery, ready to put in place. If there 
is a "runaway"— which Ls> an elevation 
like the rise of ground toward Wartburg, 
in "Tannhauser" — it is built by the stage 
carpenters: nnd for this purpose the 
st.-.ge i« divided into "bridges" — sections, 
of the stage tloor that can be raised on 
slots. Meanwhile the "grips," as the 
scene shifters are called, have hold of 
the side scenes ready to shove them on, 
and the "fly-men" who work the drops 
and borders, are nt the ropes in the first 
gallery. The scene set, it is carefully

inspected by the scenic artist nnd the 
at ago manager, who determine whether 
any features require alteration. 

Wheu nil effects nnd contrivances have 
been thoroughly tested the stage maling- 
er gives the order, "Strike!" The "grips" 
shove off the side scenes, the flymen 
raiso the drops, the "clearers" run off the 
properties nnd set pieces, and tho stage 
carpenters lower the bridges. The scene 
of the second act is immediately set, 
and the time required for the change of 
scene noted. If the change is not so 
quickly accomplished as it should be it 
i.s repeated until the wiak spot, in the 
manoeuvre is discovered. 

Then follow the "undress" rehearsals 
on tlie stage, then the dress rehearsals, 
and climax of all, the performance.

On [Friday afternoon at 2 p'clocjt Kev 
Mr. Winchester gave us un- interesting 
uiiil eloquent lecture on the war in China. 
He told us many interesting facts about 
China, tfio cause of the recent wtir, nud 
the Boxers. 

The country has au unparalleled hit; 
Itory and for forty centuries its people 
have been peaceful, industrious, and liter- 
ary. .None but minds of the greatest 
magnitude' could have had the vigor to 
cohere for so Jong a time. 

China consists of one-eleventh of the 
land surface, and no couultry possesses 
so great renourcea, every kiud ot climate 
and produce is there. 

To-day she consists ot nearly a quarter 
of the population of the globe, and is 
like a derelict on the ocean, and the 
world is waiting for a change which may 
bring weal or woe to mankind. 

It is very hard to say -what exactly 
caused the war as most people have diff- 
erent opinions. The following are causes, 
one or dther of which is usually given, 

ll). The missionaries, who tried 
force on China a religion which she 
w ould not accept. 

(2) . An age-long contlict between 
Heathenism and Christianity. 

(3) . An attempt of au empire that is 
nearly dead to return to its former stand- 
ing. 

In the western corner of Shaugtung 
Province a Catholic mission was destroy- 
ed, and the ltomau Catholic missionaries 
sent for help, imperial forces soon came 
and the temple was soon rebuilt, and 
was again lorn down and once more re- 
built, then more soldiers were sent for 
and this) was the beginning of the wit. 

The Boxers were two united societies 
called the "Groat Sword" and the 
"Peace, Righteousness and Fist." The 
governor of Shangtung province sent to 
Peking and led the Peking government 
1n believe that their strength was great- 
er than it really was. The Boxers thus 
gathered in strength and formed a plan 
to attack Tien-Tsin. From the time that 
the legations were shut up iu Peking, 
the mattter became one of the empire 
and from that time the Empress must be 
considered as endorsing the Boxers. 

Rev. Mr. Winchester finished his lec- 
ture by reading a letter from the United 
States minister at Peking, who said that 
but for the missionaries and their Christ 
ian followers, th" salvation of the lega 
lions would not have been possible.

PAINFUL ACCIDENT. 

We are all very sorry to hear that for 
two or three weeks one of our school- 
mates, Miss Olive rreston, will be un- 
able to attend school on account of a 
vi ry painful accident.

(hi Saturday an operation took place 
when the eye part of the needle and a 
small* piece of wool were taken from the 
font. It seems singular that the piece of 
wool should make an impression on the 
photo because the light ought to have 
shone through it. The only reason for 
the light not shining through seems to be 
that there was some metallic substance 
in the composition of the dye with which 
the wool was colored.

The home department is a recent and 
valuable addition tu Sabbath School 
methods of work. Like many ■ other 
Sunday school improvements, it comes 
to us from the United States, where the 
pluu was first systematized, and opera- 
ted with a marked degree of success. 

What is the home department? The 
name is suggestive of the answer. It 
is not another organization for church 
work but it is a return to the old prae 
tico of Bible study at home under a 
somewhat different method. The gen- 
eration now passing was less instruct- 
ed iu Sunday schools than are tho 
youth of the present day. In the older 
days a comprehensive study of the 
Bible and the catechism was a feature 
tho Sabbath and the home. This 
practice unfortunately, is now more 
noted for its omission than observance. 
The Sunday school has to a large ex- 
tent assumed the work and shares in 
the responsibilities of the home for tho 
religious education of the young. The 
ideal of the Sunday school is to gather 
all into it, so that young and old may 
study together the book of books. The 
Sunday school has not yet reached its 
ideal, and possibly never will. Yet 
the ideal remains a point to be worked 
up to. 

For various reasons very many do 
not or cannot attend the session of the 
Sunday school. 'Some of these are 
parents who are tied at home. Others 
nre "shut ins" from inabilities, or 
duties which command their attention. 
There arc families also which distance 
debar from attendance. These and all 
u.>n-nttendunts may be reached and 
helped by the home department, and 
for them' it has been planned. The ob- 
ject is systematic Bible study, and 
teaching of the catechism in the home 
by all the members of the family. To 
carry out this visitors are appointed by 
the 'officers of the nearest Sunday 
school, and where there is no school 
near by the minister or missionary 
whose work it is to carry to these fam- 
ilies the Home Study Quarterly, from 
which the lessons for the quarter are 
to be studied. The matter is talked 
over with the parents and the whole plan 
explained. The visitor has also a chat 
with the children and some or all de- 
cide to spend at least a half-hour a 
week with tho lesson. The whole fam- 
ily thus have placed before them a 
method by which they pursue the study 
of the Bible parallel with the school. 

In addition to the Quarterly each 
member of the family receives an en- 
velope in which to place contributions, 
ami on which to mark the lesson stud- 
ied, amount of offering and church at- 
tendance. This envelope is taken and 
another given at the end of the quarter 
when the visitor returns with the help 
for the following terms). The whole 
outfit should be furnished to the visi- 
tor by the Sunday school, session or 
missionary, by whom he or she is ap- 
pointed. 

What are the advantages of the home 
department? 

It brings to the home a plan of Bible 
study. It links the members of the 
home department with the Sunday 
school, and leads them to it in man,; 
cases. It wins the co-operation of 
many with their children in home study 
of the lesson. It bring Christian work- 
ers into personal contact with many 
who are to some extent deprived of 
church privileges, ami are living in 
neglect of (i.id's word. It carries the 
good news of the gospel to many who 
for reason-* are shut out from church 
nud Sabbath school, "By it many may 
lie prevented from lapsing into a con 
dition of dullness and coldness in re- 
gard to matters spiritual. These among 
others may be mentioned us advan- 
tages which are likely to follow the ad- 
option of this method. 

The Sunday school convention which 
met recently at New Westminster re- 
commend each Sunday school to adopt 
the home department. 

Officers mid teachers are cordially in- 
vited to- tnke this matter into consider- 
ation at the earliest opportunity. Do 
not discard - it because it is new. It 
has been tried with excellent results. 
Many in this province have testified lo 
the blessings it has wrought. Very 
many between the ages of live and six- 
(een are not on any Sunday school roll. 
The older people have largely left the 
school to the young. Much good may be 
done, especially to the rising generation. 
Let each school have a hand in carry- 
ing to needy ones the bread and water 
of life. 



same character, and this is important 
because it shows that the ancient in- 
habitants of thisj entire region were all 
of the same low order. 

"If only a singlo skeleton had been 
found, the strange shape of the skull 
might have been chargeable to malfor- 
mation or deformity, but as there are 
fourteen, all of with the same character- 
istics and taken from two different places 
it will be seen that such au objection 
cannot possibly be urged. 

"At Floyd there were three mounds 
circular and oval, the largest about thirty 
feet In diameter and originally about two 
feet high. An exploration of the larger 
mound disclosed remains of five human 
bodies), the bones even of the fingers, tors 
etc., being for the most part iu a good 
state of preservation. 

"First, a bowl shaped excavation was 
made, extending down four feet below 
the surface. At this depth and in the 
centre of the excavation live bodies were 
found that had been buried in a sitting 
posture. One was that of a large, aged 
man, one that of a babe, another that of 
a medium sized woman. The other two 
bodies had been those of adults, but were 
iu such a .broken condition that it was 
impossible to determine much concerning 
the ses and age. 

"The bones of the woman in their 
every detail of structure, indicated a be- 
ing of very low grade, the evidence of 
unusual muscular development being es- 
sentially marked. 

"It was the- skull, however, which most 
attracted my attention, and which de- 
termined the importance of the discovery. 
The forehead, if forehead it can he called, 
is very low, the inner portion of the )

From North' American. 

In Chickasaw county. Iowa, along the 
sil.ores of the Big and Little rivers, Pro- 
fessor Clement L. Webster. M. S., a 
well-known archaeologist and former 
government expert in New Mexico, has 
just made scientific discoveries of the 
first importance. 

From the strange prehistoric mounds 
those interesting survivals of a lost race 
and which have been an unsolvable en- 
igma to scientists ever since their ex- 
istence was first made known, Profes- 
sor Webster has just excavated the fikele. 
ton of the lowest type of manhood known 
to all time. Indeed, it is hazardous to 
state positively that the bones found were 
those of men. 

Nothing like them has ever before hi 
discovered and exact classification is 
dilllcult. There are characteristics 
which indicate that the bones) are human 
anil still others which suggest the lower 
■animals; therefore Professor Welvster 
has compromised and refers lo the bones 
at- the remains of "monkeymen." 

Tlie importance of this discovery can 
hardly be overestimated in view of its 
bearing on the subject of evolution. Al- 
though the scientific world now general- 
ly accepts the Darwin theory, it has al- 
ways been contended that the existence 
of an intermediate stage of lire between 
man and monkey has never been proven 
and has rested entirely on theory, and 
conjecture. If. therefore, subsequent and 
careful scientific investigation substan- 
tiates Professor Webster's claims, he will 
have supplied -what is popularly known 
as the missing link, and proved the Dar- 
win theory, established beyond possibil- 
ity of further question. 

Mr. Webster was born among the In- 
dians. He began the study of primitive 
man and made u specialty of nrchaeo'.ogy, 
arly in life.

He has had charge of many important 
expeditious in Mexico, New Mexico and 
along the Mississippi, and unearthed the 
first known mummy of u cliff dweller. 
He has explored many hitherto unknown 
regions ami published first maps of them. 

Professor Websj,er isi now in Charles 
City, Iowa, and, it was there your cor- 
respondent interviewed him and secured 
the following facts regarding the remark- 
able discoveries and the facts to be de- 
duced from them. 

"The mounds which I explored wore 
not all located at one place," he Raid. 
"I opened three on the Big Cedar river 
just east of Floyd, Iowa, and ten near 
old Chickasaw, on the Little Cedar river, 



small, strong teeth have been worn down 
to the level of the sockets. 

'^Heretofore the famous 'Neanderthal' 
skull, to which Professor Huxley gives so 
much spneo in his great book, 'Man's 
Place in Nature,' has been considered by 
scientists as the skull of the lowest typo 
of man that over existed: but the skull 
of the woman found near Floyd was still 
lower and more animal like, being indeed 
on the very dividing line between man 
and monkey. 

"Tho skulls of the old man and the 
two other adults were too much crushed 
by the weight of earth from nbove to 
allow of reconstruction, but all appeared 
to be low grade like the first one. They 
had been buried in the flesh and around 
them the closely packed enTth (the cause 
of 'the preservaiton of the hones) was 
stained a deep, reddish brown by the 
decomposition of the .flesh. Fire had 
been used nt this burial. 

"Subsequent explorations at Chichasaw 
served to verify my first discoveries. 

"The mounds nre located on the west 
side of little Cedar river, about one and ( 
one half miles below the town, at the 
border of n terraeo twenty to forty feet 
above the flood plain at its base. 

"About 2(!0 yards to the southwest of 
the mounds is a spring which flows freely 
through the land formerly populated by 
these strange monkeymen. The mounds 
nre from two to five feet apart, are cir- 
cular, round-topped, and measure from 
twenty-two to fifty-one feet in diameter 
nud from one and three-fourths to five 
feet in height. The main line of mounds 
runs north, and a few decrees east. Tho 
others run parallel to the main line. 

"In many eases the earth of these 
mounds had been mixed with water and 
a^es and this material rammed down 
verv hard around and above the dead 
hodim This made excavation difficult 
even with tho best fools. Tn many of 
these mounds the bodies hud been burled i 
in a sitting posture, sometimes placed j 
en the level ground and sometimes on :\ | 
little artificial hillock, one and a half] 
feet in height. | 
"In nearly nil of the mounds bones i 
were found. In one mound were found | 
three siting skeletons. One faced the 
east, the second faced the first, and the 
third, a few inches north, also faced the 
east. To skulls of nil three of these 
skeletons were markedly Neaiidertbolold 
in type. In one specimen the lower 
forehead back of the eye orbits is very 
narrow, but rapidly expands backward: 
<ho frontal arch rises only 4.7 millimetres 
before sloping abruptly backward, leav. 
ing a concavity back of and over the 
eyes. 

"The larger cranium was six and a 
quarter iuches long by live inches wide. 
One skull appears to be that of a woman. 
Another probably belonged to a man of 
great age. His long arms may have as- 
sisted him in swinging from tree to tree 
when pursued by wild nuiimihs, as it is 
held by scientists that, men in the earliest 
stages had no weapons of defense ex- 
cept what nature had provided. 

"All the skulls were of the same lower 
order. In some cases the jaws were 
vi ry massive, with double teeth all round 
and often the crowns of the teeth would 
be worn down smooth, sometimes almost 
into the jaw, and this without at any 
time exposing the nerve. In some in- 
stances the jaws were large enough to 
be placed with ease over the lower jaw 
of a lurge man, and sometimes the angle 
of the lower jaw was much straightened 
and protruded in front 'muzzle-like.' 

"So low was the standard of intelligence 

indicated by the bone formations that one BANKS 

could almost mistake the skeletons for L. Nlr ftI » ., n <]Tnut 

those or animals but for the ineontro- 1 J^NK OF BRITISH COLUMBIA.

by the mounds themselves. 

"The skill with which they are con- 
structed would never have inhered in ani- 
mals, und, however, the frequent signs 
of the use of fire is additional proof. No 
pottery or relics of any other kind were 
found, and the mound' builders, as 1 be- 
lieve the 'missing-link' so long sought 
by science, must have lived in the crudest 
nge. in a state but 'little nbove that of 
the orang-outangs and chimpanzees, their 
immediate predecessors. 

"The bones are now in my St. Charles 
home, but in a short time I intend su'o- 
mifrting them to prominent scientists here 
and abroad, and confidently expect them 
to creat a veritable furore and to prove 
a new victory for American research, as 
well as to help establish the extreme 
antiquity of the West."

THE COAST. 

While there seems to ho some uncer- 
tainty whether or not- the- Britannia de.tl 
lias been consummated, I am informed of 
another transaction in the Howe Sound 
district, which, though of lesser magni- 
tude, is still of considerable importance. 
This is the bonding to a Victoria syndi- 
cate of the Marble group, adjoining the 
Britannia, for a consideration of $200,- 
000, n substantial lirst payment having 
been made on the purchase price. It is 
further set out in the agreement thnt 
■work on the properties is to be com- 
menced in May next and continuously 
prosecuted during the summer months. 
The Marble claims are owned by Vic- 
toria and Vancouver men, one of the 
larcest holders being Mr. J. II. Mc- 
Gregor, who, I understand, negotiated 
the present deal. 

There is an unconfirmed rumor that 
Mr. C. H. Macintosh has been again 
successful in influencing a large amount 
of London capital in British Columbia 
mining ventures, and that among the" 
properties it is proposed to acquire is 
the Van Anda mines, on Texada Island. 
This may or may not be true, hut if 
there is any foundation in the report, and 
these mines are controlled by a strong 
English corporation such as the B. A. C. 
it would mean a very great deal to the 
Coast. There are strong grounds for the 
belief that the Van Anda is a good mine, 
■which, under favorable circumstances of 
good management and adequate onp'tnl 
would certainly give a good account of 
itself. Meanwhile the Copper Queen's 
output is steadily increasing over 200 
tons of high-grade bornite ore having 
been taken out in the last two weeks 
from the '100 and 500-foot levels. The 
Cornell is also turning out very well, 
the shaft being now down over 2,"i0 feet 
in good ore. 

VALUE OF A STATE ASSAY 
OFFICE. 

The News-Advertiser's mining editor 
commenting on the value to a city of an 
assay oillce for the government purchase 
of gold, even when no branch mint is 
attached, quotes the report of the Seattle 
assay office for the period from January 
1 to October 24 last. The official report 
of that office shows that 0,208 deposits, 
aggregating 1.243„lti3 ounces of gold dust 
and bullion, had been handled in the 
assay office between those two dates. | 1 
the value of the gold being $20,100,007. ' 
It also showed that $10,374,488 worth 
of yellow metal came from Klondike, 
$2,710,421 from the Cape Nome District. 
$402,893 from other Alaskan districts. 
$430,110 from the Atlin district in Brit- 
ish Columbia, and 8125,702 from Wash- 
ington, Idaho and Oregon. Thus of the 
gold bought and handled this year at 
the Seattle assay office — and it must be 
borne in mind that there is no mint at 
Seattle — more than four-fifths have come 
from Canadian territory, in Klondike 
and Atlin. the output of Klondike en- 
ormously preponderating. The amount 
of miners' trade which Seattle gets, di- 
rectly or ns a result of the assay office's 
work and the accompanying purchases, 
is naturally largo and certainly comes, 
though impossible of exact estimate, to 
several million dollars per annum. It 
would probably not be over estimating 
facts, to assert that of the more than 
$20,000,000 of gold, represented by the 
Seattle transactions, the trade of thnt 
city gathers in at least a fourth, or $5,- 
000,000. Granted the establishment of 
n mint assay office and the usual -ac- 
companying gold purchase facilities in 
the Coast cities we may reasonably ex- 
pect to divide to some extent with Seat- 
tle the miners' trade which now sroes 
further south ns a direct result of Seat- 
tle's gold assay and purchase facilities.

A GEOGRAPHICAL EUIiOH. 

Lake Dilolo Docs Not Send Water Both 
to the Congo and the Zambesi 
Rivers. 

A little lake in Central Africa, dis- 
covered by Livingstone in his great jour- 
ney ncross the continent in 1853-55, has 
attracted much attention on account of 
the curious statement which the explor- 
er made about it. The lake is situated 
on a plain that is nearly flat. Livingstone 
said the lake was directly on tho water 
parting between tho Zambesi and the 
Kasai river, which is now known to be 
the largest southern tributary of the 
Congo. In other words, he said the lake 
was so exactly balanced between the two 
river systems that from one side flowed 
a stream which joined the Knsni while 
from tho opposite side emerged a stream 
which joined the Zambesi. All maps 
therefore, for nearly half a century, have 
represented a water communication pass- 
ing through Lake Dilolo and joining the 
Kasai on the north nnd the Zambesi on 
•the south. 

Capt. Charles Lemaire, of the Belgian 
Congo service, now says that this re- 
markable water connection between tlie 
lake and two distinct river systems must 
he expunged from the maps. Over two 
years ago Capt. Lemaire was commis- 
sioned to explore and determine the en- 
tire water parting between the Congo 
and Zambesi systems. This question 
was of great geographical anil political 
interest. Much of the country had nev- 
er been visited by any explorer. The 
water parting was established by treaty 
as (be boundary between the territory 
'if the Congo Free State and the British 
possessions nnd the boundary, of course, 
could not be delimited till the exact posi- 
tion <>P the water parting was ascer- 
tained. 

Capt. Lemaire hns ea-ried out his' 
"•ork with great thoroughness and on 
«»ptnmber 3 last be reached the month 
r.f Hie Congo. He h,id started into tlie 
continent at the mouth of the Zambesi 
",,,] ]>.- bps nnd" the twenty-third erns«- 
!rr nf Central Afrioi, the first crossing 
' been achieved by Livingstone 
when lie discovered Lake Dilolo. 

Lemaire says that Dilolo has no con- 
ned ion with the Coiil'o ba«in. The wn- 
ter parting between the two river svs- 
piissps about twenty miles to the 
" ■■'■lb of tho lake. A small stream on 
the north side of the lake contributes 
some water to it. The waters nf the 
lake are sent south from its southern 
end by a stream that falls into the Lo- 
temhwe tributary or the Zambesi nnd 
T,ake Dilolo is therefore a feature of 
tho Zambesi system.
